Tn  tlii*  Editor  of  the  Nn|>auec  Expru**, 

Sir. — In  your  last  issue  is  a  com¬ 
munication  from  “  J.  A.  D.”  of  Bath 
whom  I  recoguise  as  James  A  Ducontre, 
B.  A.— my  old  apponent  in  the  Jarvis 
Tiglie — Ducentre—  Pringle  diccussion 
in  your  columns  some  fifteen  months 
ago.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  differ  in 
opinion  on  great  questions  with  a  con¬ 
troversialist  like  your  learned  corres¬ 
pondent,  Mr.  Ducentre,  who  is  always 
fair  and  courteous  and  writes  with 
evident  sincerity.  But  these  commen¬ 
dable  qualities  and  qualifications  do 
not  save  our  friend  from  limping  badly 
when  he  attempts  to  get  down  through 
the  cobble  stones  and  boulders  of  error 
—mossy  and  mouldy  with  the  ages  of 
centuries — to  the  bed  rock  of  causes 
and  first  principles.  While  Mr 
Ducentre  finds  himself  “agreeing  with 
some  ”  of  my  positions  on  the  educa¬ 
tional  question  and  “  differing  from 
others,”  his  communication  is  not  a 
direct  criticism  bnt  is  so  by  implicu 
tion.  There  is  “  one  conspicuous 
omission  ”  in  my  Chattello  article 
(which  bv  the  way,  was  not  fully 
quoted  by  The  Express)  and  this 
omission  was  “  tlie  power  of  Labi t. 
Of  course  I  fully  concede  the  great 
power  of  habit  as  a  factor  in  iuoaldiug 
character  and  determining  future  con¬ 
duct,  but  could  not  in  a  brief  review 
go  into  all  phases  of  so  broad  a  mbject. 
That  part  of  the  subject  is  moe  fully 
dealt  with  in  an  address  on 
“  Education  ”  given  last  winter  in 
Stratford  at  the  annual  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  0.  B.  K.  As.  which 
lias  since  been  published  in  full 
in  connection  with  the  offL1  i a\  report, 
id  which  I  shall  be  bleised  to  mail 
thoso  who  may  have  fuftieient  in- 
erest  in  the  subject  to  stnd  me  their 
names  and  addresses. 

With  very  much  of  Mr  Ducentre’s 
interesting  letter  I  heaitily  agree, 
especially  as  to  the  desirability  of 
inculcating  into  tho  mines  of  youth 
“  tho  great  ordinary  rule*  of  correct 
ethical,  social,  political  and  legal  con¬ 
duct,  and  the  great  general  irinciples 
sanctioning  these  rules.”  I  fc l»o  agree 
in  tli^  main  with  tlie  methods  lie  sug¬ 
gests  for  doing  this,  so  far  as  they 
arc  practicable.  But  while.  I  agree 
with  him  as  to  ‘‘the  power  of  habit  ” 

I  must  differ  from  him  radically  as  to 
the  power  he  ascribes  to  early  training 
aud  education.  He  says  no  one  bo* 
comes  a  great  criminal  at  once  that 
in  early  childhood  the  tendencies  to 
crime  “  can  be  easily  conquered  and 
restrained  within  proper  and  normal 
limits.”  He  quotes  the  proverb, 
“  Train  up  a  child  in  the-  way  he 
should  go  and  when  he  is  old  he  will 
not  depart  from  it.”  With  due 
dtference  to  the  author  of  that  proverb 
and  to  Mr.  Ducentre  himself  I 
must  say  broadly  and  bluntly 
1  that  neither  the  proverb  nor 
Mr.  D's  dictum  just  above  it  is  true. 
Not  only  aro  the  facts  against  them 
but  the  philosophy  is  against  them. 
What  are  the  facts  ?  One  is  that 
children  who  are  brought  up  by  the 
same  parents  and  trained  and  educated 
together  under  the  same  circumstances 
aud  conditions,  even  in  Christian 
Clergymen’s  homes  and  in  Sunday 
schools,  turn  out  sometimes  to  be 
totally  different  in  character,  some  of 
them  becoming  good  exemplary

published  an  article  from  the  Montreal 
Star,  containing  the  statement  of  Thos. 
Fox,  Inland  Revenue  Inspector,  that 
he  bad  tee  ted  two  samples  of  American 
coal  oil,  one  from  Rochester  and  the 
other  from  Boston,  and  they  were  a 
first  rate  oil  and  stood  a  test  much 
higher  than  the  Governmental  require¬ 
ment  At  the  time  that  the  test  was 
made,  Dec.  8th  1892,  the  oil  tested  was 
retailing  in  Boston  and  Rochester  for 
from  8  to  10  cents  per  gallon,  while 
the  same  oil  was  being  sold  in  Mont¬ 
real  for  28  cents  per  gallon.  The 
Beaver  displays  its  ignorance  of  the 
question  by  referring  to  the  absurdity 
of  claiming  that  the  duty  of  100  per 
cent  on  coal  would  cause  oil  to  be  re 
tailed  in  Canada  for  28  cents  per  gal 
Ion  while  it  was  being  retailed  in  the 
streets  of  Boston  at  from  8  to  12  cents 
a  gallon.  It  asks  :  “If  the  oil  would 
stand  our  Canadian  flash  test,  as  it  is 
claimed,  what  was  there  in  the  duty 
to  double  and  treble  the  retail  price 
of  it  between  the  two  countries?”  It 
is  plain  that  the  bare  duty  as  it  stood 
at  that  time  could  not  do  it  all;  but 
there  are  other  ways  of  taxing  com¬ 
merce  than  the  levying  of  duties.  For 
the  information  of  the  Beaver  writer 
we  will  note  roughly  how  this  enor* 
mous  advance  in  price  was  built  up. 
The  duty  stood  at  the  time  at  7  HI 
cents  per  imperial  gallon.  There  was 
the  addition  of  freight  when  Montreal 
is  compared  with  Boston  ;  and  the  in 
land  revenue  officer's  inspection  fee  of 
30  cents  a  barrel.  Then  there  was  the 
requirement  that  the  Canadian  im¬ 
porter  must  bring  in  his  oil  in  barrels 
ontaiuing  not  more  than  50  gallons 
each.  The  effects  of  this  was  enumer¬ 
ated  as  follows  by  the  Montreal  Star

The  Beaver  maintains  that 
a  100  per  cent  duty  doesn’t  raise  the 
price  of  coal  oil  on  the  Canadian  con¬ 
sumer  to  any  perceptible  extent,  yet 
it  speaks  of  the  relief  afforded  the  Can¬ 
adian  consumer  when  the  Tory  Gov¬ 
ernment  was  forced  to  lower  the  duties 
on  sugar  because  the  American  Gov¬ 
ernment  abolished  them  altogether.

In  he  shells  of  pearl  oysters  with  a  small 
drill  and  then  Introduced  through  the 
opening  little  globules  of  glass.  II 
plugged  the  holes  with  corks  and  then 
left  the  oysters  alone  to  manufacture 
pearls.  In  six  months  the  glass  nuc¬ 
leus  wjs  covered  with  a  pearly  deposit, 
and  the  Frenchman  reaped  a  btautirul 
harvest  of  pearls.  Ho  did  not  have  to 
bore  holes  In  the  pearls  to  remove  the 
centre,  and  the  pearls  brought  higher 
prices  than  the  pearls  made  by  tin* 
Chinese. 

These  artificial  pearls  have  mudi  of 
th"  lustre  and  beauty  of  the  r.  ai  g<-m 
but  are  sold  at  a  much  lower  rate  by 
honest  Jew'elets.  Experts  can  col  r 
pearls  black,  pink,  gray  and  other 
colors  by  the  use  of  chemicals.  For 
Instance,  a  pearl  put  In  nitrate  ,,r  s  1- 
ver  turns  black.  But  pearl  ra-sei 
know  a  trick  worth  two  of  that,  tvr 
tain  kinds  of  fresh  water  muss**!*  be  .

Many  have  contend¬ 
ed  that  it  is  J  ..at  aa  a  fe  on  the  engine 
as  it  ia  in  the  cam,  and  point  to  the  fact 
that  In  many  Instances  the  engine  has 
passed  over  a  broken  bridge  while  the 
balance  of  the  train  went  down.  Other* 
inair  t  that  the  rear  car  is  the  safest, 
because  there  are  fewer  rear  end  col¬ 
lisions  than  any  other  kind.  There  are 
people  who  are  strong  in  the  belief 
that  tl.e.e  Is  no  place  o  safety  on  a 
train,  and  that  one  runs  as  much  risk 
in  one  spot  as  in  another.  On  some 
roads  special  cars  are  always  placed 
in  the  centre  of  the  train,  but  for  what 
purpose  is  not  clear 
‘That  is  a  ha:d  question  t5  answer/* 
said  General  Manager  Bradbury,  of  the 
Lake  Erie  It  Western,  when  interrogat¬ 
ed,  "for  it  Is  like  asking  where  is  the 
best  place  for  a  man  to  fall.  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  safety  depends.  In  a  measure, 
on  the  length  of  a  train.  A  train  made 
up  of  a  smoker  and  a  day  coach  could 
have  no  particularly  safe  spots,  and  the 
passenger  would  be  in  as  much  danger 
In  the  event  of  a  coll.ston  In  one  car 
.is  in  the  other.  On  long  trains  I  think 
that  If  th  re  Is  any  difference  there  is 
more  safety  In  a  car  or  two  from  the 
rear  of  a  train.  However,  I  generally 
r  de  In  the  rear  car.  Men  have  become 
old  and  grey  as  conductors  and  engi¬ 
neers.  and  yet  young  men  are  killed  a* 
often  as  any  other.’* 

"I  should  say  two  or  three  cam  from 
the  rear  of  a  long  train, “  said  Gen¬ 
eral  Superintendent  Van  Winkle,  of  the 
Big  Four.  “If  th  re  la  a  head  colli  l  n. 
the  .a  s  In  front  of  the  tr-ln  take  t  • 
brunt  of  the  crash,  r.nd  the*  cars  #jre>  s 
well  built  that  there  is  not  much  dan¬ 
ger  close  to  the  rear  of  the  train.  This 
ho'd*  good  in  th*  e\enft  of  a  r  ar  col¬ 
lision.  Cars  used  in  our  fast  tralnsnare 
so  heavily  vestibuled  that  they  coull 
not  spring  over  each  oih  r,  as  used  to 
happen  with  the  light  coach?*  In  me 
yearn  ago.  They  *r?  rol  diy  co  p!  d. 
and  that  fact  j  r  vents  them  a  ro  r  in 
crushing  each  other.  An  engin  •  plung¬ 
ing  Into  a  train  could  not  go  through 
two  or  three  coaches.  It  might  g*t  rait 
way  Into  one  coach,  but  that  is  all.  The 
danger  from  crossing  collisions,  where 
one  train  strike  an.  th  r  <n  the  *i<l\  is 
small.  There  are  few  such  ac.  idents 
nowadays.  We  all  know  that  boitv  times 
the  rear  car  of  &  train  running  at  high 
speed  Is  ‘whipped’  from  the  ra.l*  .  n  a 
sharp  curve,  but  that  seldom  happens." 

“The  s  cond  car  fom  the  r  ar  Is 
about  &  a  rafe  as  any,"  said  General 
Manuger  BarrarJ.  of  the  Feo-la  gnd 
Eastern.  “I  think  my  elf  the  rear  end 
of  a  tialn  Is  safer  for  a  pass  nger,  for 
the  ra*o.i  that  there  are  fewer  r  ar- 
end  colllnlons  than  there  ore  butting  col¬ 
lisions  As  to  deralm  n  s,  it  h  a  been 
demonstrated  that  th*  <  nglne  an  1  o  - 
or  two  cars  leaving  the  rails  seldom  p.  11 
other  'am  with  them.  When  th<  y  go 
off  th-*  tra  k,  they  break  the  tra  n  line 
ThlH  s.  ts  the  braVes,  and  stupa  the  other 
cars.  I  usually  ride  at  the  rear  eni  or 
the  train,  but  I  have  never  cqmi  lered 
the  question  you  have  asked,’’— Indian 
apolla  News.
